2. Space Utilization Survey 


Mr. Meloon gave a briefing on the results of the Space Utilization 
Survey which members of his Office have just completed. This was an 


inventory of space in the Agency buildings in the Washington area, as well 
25X11 fe see if the space is being properly utilized 
Or if some co é released. For the first time the inventory data has been 


put into the computer. The information willbe givento[ 25X1 
for his more comprehensive Real Estate Survey. Mr. Meloon states that it 


would not be feasible at this time to convert space SS 25X1 
into office space. He also stated that there may be some space outside of the 
Headquarters Building, but if anyone else moves into Headquarters someone 

must be moved out.

e space utilization figures obtained from DIA and NSA were not used as yard- 
sticks in this survey as the factors and criteria used by them were not uniform. 
Mr. Meloon stated that the components which appeared to have space being under - 
utilized would be surveyed; the figures he now has were obtained from statistics 
and there might be circumstances which could alter or explain the figures. 

Mr. Bannerman commented that the results of this survey would be of interest 
to the Deputies. 


3. Summer -Only Employees 


It was reported that all the Support Offices except Logistics have 
completed the survey of their summer-only employees and each reported

The report from 
Logistics will be made as soon as they complete the survey. A consolidated 
report will be made to the Executive Director-Comptroller by the DD/S.

f. Mr. Bush: 


The pay checks issued on 9 August were the first ones under the 
new pay schedule and, subsequently, there have been many questions. 
It was pointed out that in spite of the increase, it is possible for 
certain employees in the supergrade categories to receive less com - 
pensation due to the tax increases. 


The problems connected with the changes in the allotment pro- 
cedures were pointed out. Mr. Bannerman requested that before any 
action is taken to implement forthcoming instructions from the Treasury 

25X14 Department, Mr. Bush should submit a paper outlining the problems and 
the basic information which would be needed for an Agency decision.
